Approved, unanimously, the following consent agenda items: introduction of an appropriation resolution in
the amount of $59,500 for the purchase and installation of a replacement generator for Fire Station 33
(public hearing June 15, 2004); introduction of appropriation resolutions for the fiscal year beginning July 1,
2004 (public hearing June 15, 2004); introduction of an appropriation resolution in the amount of $28,700
for the purchase and installation of a generator for the Information Technology Department (public hearing
June 15, 2004); authorization for the City manager to extend the contract with Sagres Construction in the
amount of $230,000 for concrete curb, gutter and sidewalk repairs during fiscal year 2004/2005;
authorization for the City Manager to extend the contract with APAC-ATLANTIC, INC. in the amount of
$640,000 for the paving of city streets during fiscal year 2004/2005; a resolution establishing a Tax
Stabilization Fund for the purpose of reserving excess revenues over budgeted amounts resulting from the
state’s budget adoption actions; surplus revenues accumulated in the fund are to be used to fund reductions
of the real estate tax rate in future years; and, resolutions authorizing the City Manager to enter into
agreements between the City and Virginia Department of Transportation for the Traffic Signal Optimization
Project, the Traffic Signal System Computer Project and the Dynamic Message Signs Project.

Approved, unanimously, an ordinance granting an extension of a license to MCImetro Access Transmission
Services of Virginia, Inc., formerly known as WorldCom ICC, Inc. to use the public right-of way for its
wires, conduits, cables and fixtures for the provision of telecommunications services. (Introduced May 25,
2004)

Approved, unanimously, an ordinance granting an extension of a license to MCI WorldCom Network
Services of Virginia, Inc., formerly known as MCI Telecommunications Corporation of Virginia, to use the
public right-of way for its wires, conduits, cables and fixtures for the provision of telecommunications
services. (Introduced May 25, 2004)

Approved, unanimously, a lease agreement between the Business Investment Group, LLC and the City of
Fairfax, for the leasing of approximately forty-six (46) parking spaces in the lot at the intersection of Sager
Avenue and University Drive.
